You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in  said  Holderness  on  Tuesday, 
the  second  of  March,  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  at  which  time  the  polls  shall 
be  opened  and  shall  close  not  earlier  than  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects,  the  second  and  subsequent  articles  to  be  acted  upon  com- 
mencing at  seven-thirty  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day. 

Article  1  :   To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  2:  To  accept  the  report  of  all  town  officers  and  committees. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  R.S.A.  442A  in  reference  to  the  impoundment  of  dogs. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,695.50 
for  the  support  of  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
for  the  support  of  the  local  hospitals. 

Article  6 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00 
for  the  support  of  the  Town  Health  Fund. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
contract  for,  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  town  such  financial  aid  as  the  Town  may  be 
entitled  to  receive  or  hereafter  become  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Federal  Disaster 
Assistance  Administration. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  establish  a  committee 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  present  housing  for  the  Town  fire  equipment  and 
report  on  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  any  alterations  in  the  amount  of 
money  required  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of 
the  Town,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  in  its  report;  to  raise  and 
appropriate  all  sums  so  determined,  and  to  pass  on  any  other  vote  related  thereto,  not 
previously  acted  on  in  a  previous  article. 

Article  11  :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
Program  Application  passed  by  affirmative  vote  of  the  Town  on  June  25,  1975,  in  order 
to  meet  program  requirements  as  follows:  1)  Amend  Article  11  by  adding  the 
following:  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  the  Town  of  Holderness  is  laid  out 
into  two  areas  -  a)  that  area  designated  as  the  Flood  Plain  Area  as  laid  out  on  the 
Federal  Flood  Hazard  Map.  Said  District  to  be  affected  by  all  of  the  rules,  regulations 
and  restrictions  as  enumerated  in  the  requirements  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
Program  Criteria  for  Land  Management  and  use,  1910-3b  &  1910-4a.  b)  the  rest  of  the 
Town  to  be  as  it  is  now  without  the  aforementioned  restrictions,  regulations,  etc.  2) 
Delete  Article  111  Section  1  ,  and  add  the  following :  1 .  hereby  establishes  a  "Building 
Permit  System"  for  the  Town,  making  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (or  their  designated 


agent(s)  responsible  a)  for  issuing  permits  for  all  proposed  construction  or  other 
improvements  within  the  area  as  identified  on  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration 
Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map(s)  which  is  on  file  in  the  Town  offices,  or  as  same  may  be 
amended,  b)  responsible  for  reviewing  the  building  permit  applications  for  new 
construction  or  substantial  improvement,  repairs  or  alterations  within  the  flood 
hazard  area  as  designated  on  sain"  Federal  Flood  Insurance  Administration  Flood 
Hazard  Boundary  Maps.  3)  Amer  Article  111  Section  5  by  adding  the  following: 
"substantial  improvement"  means  any  repair,  reconstruction  or  improvement  of  a 
structure,  the  cost  of  which  equals  or  exceeds  50%  of  the  actual  cash  value  of  the 
structure:  a)  before  the  improvement  is  started  or  b)  if  the  structure  has  been 
damaged  and  is  being  restored,  before  the  damage  occurred.  Substantial  im- 
provement is  started  when  the  first  alteration  of  any  structural  part  of  the  building 
commences.  4)  Delete  the  Section  entitled  "added  amendment". 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  ihe  Selectmen  to  administer, 
lease  rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  13 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  grants 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  the  United  States  Federal  Government. 

Article  14:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting.

PROCEDURE  OF  THE  HOLDERNESS  TOWN  MEETING  -MARCH  4,  1975 


At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Holderness,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs,  and  held  in  the  Town  Hall  of  said  Holderness  on  March  4,  1975  at  10 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  following  business  was  transacted: 

The  Town  Clerk  delivered  to  the  moderator  the  sealed  ballots  for  the  Town  and  the 
School.  These  ballots  were  opened  and  counted  by  ballot  clerks  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Town  Moderator,  Malcolm  Taylor  Sr.,  and  School  Moderator  Laurence  Roberts. 

There  were 655  Town  ballots  and  516  school  ballots. 

At  10:04  A.M.  Mr.  Taylor  declared  the  town  meeting  open.  He  read  the  articles  of 
the  warrant.  Mr.  Roberts  read  the  articles  of  the  school  warrant.  Mr.  Taylor  then 
declared  the  polls  open.  At  6:00  P.M.  Mr.  Taylor  declared  the  polls  closed.  The  ballot 
clerks  for  the  Town,  Kathryn  Beij,  Gale  Melanson,  Phyllis  Brown,  Peggy  Winton  and 
Bernice  Shields,  counted  the  ballots  Frederick  Brown,  Robert  Eames  and  Laurence 
Roberts  counted  the  ballots  for  the  school.

Moved  by  Mr.  Needham, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Carvelli.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00 
for  the  support  of  the  New  Hampshire  Humane  Society.  Moved  by  Mr.  Dana, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Harrison.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00for 
the  support  of  the  Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital  -  moved  by  Dr.  Staples,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Flint.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,175.00 
for  the  support  of  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  -  moved  by  Mr.  Charles 
Currier,  seconded  by  Mr.  Roberts.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00 
fortheTown  Health  Fund  -  moved  by  Mrs.  Ayer,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Spencer.  Voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
contract  for,  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  such  financial  aid  as  the  Town  may 
now  be  entitled  to  receive  or  hereafter  become  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Federal 
Disaster  Assistance  Administration  -  moved  by  Mr.  Dana,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Dana. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,400.00  to 
complete  the  Town  Office  construction  -  moved  by  Dr.  Staples,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dana.  Mrs.  Staples  amended  the  motion  to  read  "raise  and  appropriate".  Amendment 
seconded  by  Mr.  Flint.  Vote  on  amended  motion  was  in  the  affirmative.  The  amended 
article  was  moved  by  Mr.  Siek,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Dana.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  expend  the  sum  of  $6,000.00  from  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  1972  for  the  furnishing  of  the  new  Town  offices 
and  conference  room  -  moved  by  Dr.  Staples,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Dana.  Voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 8,000.00  to  purchase  a  new  town  truck  and  to  equip  said  truck  with  frame,  plow  and 
wing,  for  winter  plowing;  said  sum  to  be  paid  our  of  current  taxes  -  moved  by  Mr. 
Currier,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dana.  Voice  vote  was  declared  by  the  moderator  to  be  a 
division  of  assembly.  Results  of  hand  vote  were  119  in  favor  and  16  against  the  article. 
Moderator  declared  an  affirmative  vote.

Article  11  :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  establish  a  committee 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  new  town  shed  and 
presenting  this  recommendation  to  the  next  Town  meeting  or  Special  Town  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose  -  moved  by  Mr.  Tink  Taylor,  seconded  by  Richard  Currier.  Mr. 
Richards  requested  an  amendment  that  the  committee  include  the  road  agent.  Vote  on 
the  amendment  was  in  the  affirmative.  Vote  on  the  amended  article  was  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  as 
authorized  by  RSA  Chapter  35,  to  finance  the  cost  of  a  town  tax  map,  as  ordered  by 
the  Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration  -  moved  by  Mr.  Currier,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Roberts.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  13:  If  Article  12  is  voted  in  the  affirmative,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  to  said  Capital  Reserve  Account,  established  by  Article  12,  any  sums 
remaining  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Account  established  in  1 972  after  the  payment  of  any 
appropriations  from  said  1972  account  previously  authorized,  or  authorized  by  the 
1975  Town  Meeting  -  moved  by  Mr.  Roberts,  seconded  by  Mr.  Currier.  Voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  14:  If  Article  12  is  voted  in  the  affirmative,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  to  said  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  by  Article  12  such  addititional  sums 
from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  monies  r?~<?ived,  or  to  be  received  by  the  Town 
under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1974,  as  will  fund  said  Capital  Reserve 
Account  at  $25,000.00  -  moved  by  Mr.  Roberts,  seconded  by  Mr.  Carvelli.  Voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  15:  If  Article  12  is  voted  in  the  affirmative,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend  monies  from  said  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
established  by  Article  12,  for  the  purposes  thereof  -  moved  by  Mr.  Willoughby, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Dana.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  the  plowing  of  the  private 
driveways  of  Town  officials  -  moved  by  Mr.  Francesco,  seconded  by  Tink  Taylor. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  in 
anticipation  of  taxes  -  moved  by  Mr.  Carvelli,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dana.  Mrs.  Spencer 
suggested  an  amendment  to  change  wording  to  "borrow  money".  Amendment  was 
defeated  by  voice  vote.  Original  article  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  , 
lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  any  "<"ax  Collector's  deed  -  moved  by  Dr.  Staples,  seconded  by  Mr.  Needham. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  19:  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  concerning  the  use  of  the 
old  Selectmen's  office  in  the  Town  Hall  (By  Petition)  -  Mrs.  Heath  moved  that  the  old 
Selectmen's  office  be  used  as  a  kitchen  for  the  Grange.  Mrs.  Flint  amended  the 
motion  to  the  effect  that  the  space  be  rented  to  the  Grange  for  $1 .00  a  year.  Seconded 
by  Mrs.  Staples.  Mr.  Currier  amended  the  amendment  to  rent  the  space  for  five  years 
at  a  time.  Second  by  Mr.  Putnam.  The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  voted  in  the 
negative.  The  amendment  was  voted  in  the  negative.  Voice  vote  on  the  original  motion 
was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  20 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00 

for  the  construction  of  retaining  wall  and  completion  of  fill  in  the  public  parking  lot 

between  the  Holderness  Community  Church  and  the  Holderness  Fire  Station  on 

Route  3  (By  Petition)  -  moved  by  Stanley  Graton.  Second  by  Jim  Noseworthy.  Voice 

vote  was  in  the  negative. 
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Article  21  :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  Selectmen  to 
$1,000.00  per  annum;  each  effective  for  the  1975  fiscal  year,  in  view  of  additional 
burdens  and  the  much  more  complex  administration  of  town  affairs  now  imposed  (By 
Petition)  -  moved  by  Mrs.  Staples,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Siek.  Mr.  Beij  amended  the 
motion  to  see  if  the  town  would  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  a 
year  for  clerical  help  for  the  selectmen.  Moderator  stated  this  item  would  be  brought 
up  under  discussion  of  the  budget.  Mr.  Beij  withdrew  his  amendment.  Voice  vote  on 
the  article  was  in  the  negative. 

Article  22 :  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  toward  the  future  disposal 
of  its  solid  waste,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  July  1 ,  1975  no-burn  deadline,  including 
the  alternatives  of  sharing  the  Ashland  land  fill  and  or  the  Plymouth  disposal  in- 
cinerator or  any  other  legal  alternatives  as  decided  (By  Petition)  -  moved  by  Tink 
Taylor,  seconded  by  Dr.  Staples.  Mr.  Winslow  amended  the  motion  to  state  the 
selectmen  be  requested  to  make  a  recommendation  to  the  townspeople  by  May  1, 
1975.  Amendement  seconded  by  Mrs.  Winslow.  Amendment  voted  in  the  negative. 
Mr.  Beij  madean  amendment  that  the  town  do  nothing.  Mr.  Milton  Huckins  seconded 
the  amendment.  Voice  vote  on  amendment  was  in  the  negative.  Mr.  Currier  made  an 
amendment  that  the  selectmen  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  committee  of  not  less  than 
three  people  who  will  investigate  and  report  back  to  the  selectmen  who  will  then  call 
a  public  hearing.  Vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  23 :  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to 
defray  the  costs  of  operating  the  Fire  Department  -  moved  by  Mr.  Hawkins,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Jenkins,  that  the  Town  vote  to  "raise  and  appropriate  $20,737.00".  Mr.  Winslow 
amended  the  motion  to  read  "raise  and  appropriate  $15,220.00."  Mr.  Putnam  made  a 
motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Ayer.  Moderator  declared  a  division 
of  assembly  and  requested  a  hand  vote  -  stating  a  two  thirds  vote  would  be  necessary. 
Results:  44  in  favor,  69  opposed.  Moderator  said  two  thirds  vote  was  not  achieved 
and  declared  the  motion  defeated.  Moderator  requested  a  vote  on  the  amended  ar- 
ticle. He  declared  a  division  of  assembly  on  voice  vote  and  requested  a  hand  vote. 
Results:  65  in  favor  -  60  opposed.  Amended  article  was  declared  voted  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  any  alterations  in  the  amount  of 
money  required  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of 
the  town,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  in  its  report  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate all  sums  so  determined,  and  to  pass  on  any  other  vote  relating  thereto,  not 
previously  acted  on  in  a  prior  article-Mr.  Beij  moved  to  accept  the  entire  budget  as 
recommended.  Seconded  by  Dr.  Staples.  Mr.  Lyle  Thompson  requested  the  figure  of 
$241 ,154.45  be  raised  by  $200.00  in  the  town  maintenance  summer  and  winter,  for  a 
raise  for  the  workers.  Mr.  Currier  seconded.  Mr.  Siek  moved  the  question.  Vote  was  79 
in  favor  and  11  opposed.  Moderator  declared  a  two  thirds  majority  had  been  achieved 
and  Mr.  Sieks  motion  stood.  Vote  on  Mr.  Thompson's  amendment  was  in  the  af- 
firmative. Vote  on  amended  article  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  participate  in  the  National  Flood  In- 
surance program  and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  or  a  committee  selected  by  them,  to 
hold  public  hearing  thereon  and  to  hold  a  special  Town  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  on  the  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  in  connection  therewith  - 
moved  by  Mrs.  Staples,  seconded  by  Dr.  Staples.  Mr.  Currier  said  a  special  town 
meeting  would  be  held  after  a  public  hearing  and  prior  to  July  1 .  Vote  was  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

Article  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  on  insurance  for  Town  officials  and  em- 
ployees- moved  by  Mrs.  Staples,  seconded  by  Dr.  Fairbanks.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  27 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  grants 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  the  United  States  Federal  Government  -  moved 
by  Mr.  Flint,  seconded  by  Mr.  Roberts.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  28 :  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting 
-  moderator  stated  a  Bicentennial  Ccr  imittee  had  been  set  up.  Mr.  Putnam  moved  the 
meeting  be  adjourned  to  June  25,  1975  at  7:30  in  the  Town  Hall  for  the  purpose  of 
further  discussion  of  Article  25.  Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Currier.  Voted  in  the  af- 
firmative.  Moderator  declared  the  meeting  adjourned. 


SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
June  25, 1975 


Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  at  7:30  in  the  afternoon  in  the  Town  Hall  on  June 
25,  1975  for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  the  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program.  The  moderator,  Mr.  Taylor,  opened  the  meeting.  He 
reminded  the  audience  that  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  consideration  of  Article 
25  in  the  March  4,  1975  Town  Warrant,  and  read  Article  25  as  follows : 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  participate  in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program 
and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  or  a  committee  selected  by  them,  to  hold  public  hearings 
thereon  and  to  hold  aspecial  town  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  the  necessary 
rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  in  connection  thereto. 

He  continued  as  follows: 

Article  I  Whereas  certain  areas  of  Holderness  are  subject  to  periodic  flooding  from 
streams,  rivers  and  lakes,  causing  serious  damage  to  properties  within  these  areas, 
and  Whereas,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally  subsidized  flood  insurance  as 
authorized  by  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968  and  Whereas,  it  is  the  intent  of 
the  Town  Meeting  to  require  the  recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  hazards  in  all 
official  actions  relating  to  land  use  in  the  flood  plain  areas  having  special  flood 
hazards,  and  Whereas,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land  use  and  control 
measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses  pursuant  to  N.H.  RSA  Chapter  31,  36,  156, 
156a. 

Now  therefore  be  it  resolved  that  this  Town  Meeting  hereby 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it  intends  to  enact  and 
maintain  in  force  for  those  areas  having  definite  flood  hazards  adequate  land  use  and 
control  measures  with  effective  enforcement  provisions  consistent  with  the  criteria 
set  forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations  and 

2.  Vests  (the  Planning  Board  or  other  duly  authorized  Town  officer)  with  the 
responsibility,  authority  and  means  to:  Provide  such  information  as  the  Ad- 
ministration may  request  concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  flood  plain; 
Cooperate  with  Federal,  State  and  local  agencies  and  private  firms  which  undertake  to 
study,  survey,  map  and  identify  flood  plain  areas,  and  cooperate  with  neighboring 
communities  with  respect  to  management  of  adjoining  flood  plain  in  order  to  prevent 
aggravation  of  existing  hazards;  Submit,  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's 
initial  eligibility,  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the  progress  made  during 
the  past  year  within  the  community  in  the  development  and  implimentation  of  flood 
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plain  management  measures.  Empowers  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  building  in- 
spector, or  they  themselves  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  to  maintain  for  public  inspection 
and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  elevations  including  basement  of  all  new  or 
substantially  improved  structures  located  in  the  special  flood  hazard  areas.  If  the 
lowest  floor  is  also  below  grade  on  one  or  more  sides,  the  elevation  of  the  floor  im- 
mediately above  must  also  be  recorded.  Intends  to  take  other  such  official  action 
within  its  powers  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the 
program. 

Mr.  Waldron  moved  to  accept  the  article.  Mr.  Brogren  seconded  the  motion.  Mr. 
Barlow  amended  the  motion  as  follows:  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Holderness  will  adopt 
the  Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program  requirements  for  the  flood  prone  areas  only  with 
permits  to  be  required  for  construction,  alternation  or  repairs  exceeding  one  half  of 
the  value  of  the  property.  Amendment  seconded  by  Peter  Francesco.  Mr.  Currier 
moved  the  question.  Mr.  Dana  seconded.  Hand  vote  resulted  in  65  in  favor  and  13 
opposed.  Mr.  Taylor  declared  it  was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  called  for  a  vote  on 
the  amendment.  Results:  62  in  favor,  13  opposed.  Moderator  declared  amendment 
passed.  Written  ballot  on  the  amended  article  resulted  as  follows:  61  in  favor,  24 
opposed.  Mr.  Taylor  declared  the  amended  article  passed.  Meeting  was  adjourned.

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
HOLDERNESS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Town  Maps: 

The  town  soils  maps  were  frequently  referred  to  during  1975.  The  commission  often 
refers  to  the  soils  information  before  making  any  decisions  concerning  land  use  as 
does  the  planning  board  and  other  groups.  On  occasion,  various  landowners  have 
asked  for  information  on  soil  types.  A  colorful  set  of  these  maps  is  now  available  for 
viewing  at  the  town  office.  With  new  state  tax  maps  of  the  various  parcels  in  town, 
Holderness  is  better  mapped  than  at  any  time  in  its  215  year  history. 

Natural  Resources 

State  law  requires  municipal  conservation  commissioners  to  inventory  the  natural 
resources  of  their  respective  towns  or  cities.  They  are  also  to  recommend  a  plan  for 
protection.  Fortunately  the  law  doesn't  say  how  long  a  time  is  allowed  to  complete 
this  work  for  your  commission  has  been  very  slow  to  complete  its  task. 

Holderness  is  very  rich  in  natural  resources  and  scenic  beauty.  Our  livelihood  and 
local  economy  depend  upon  maintaining  these  assets  so  that  people  will  continue  to 
visit  the  area.  Therefore  it  seems  logical  that,  before  proposing  a  plan  for  protection, 
we  should  first  inventory  and  map  those  natural  features. 

As  a  result  of  the  Squam  Lakes  Watershed  Project,  as  much  as  90%  of  Holderness 
has  already  been  inventoried  or  mapped  for  bedrock  geology,  wet  areas,  elevations, 
slope  and  vegetation.  The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  is  doing  the  graphics. 
The  commission  would  like  to  reproduce  these  town  maps,  on  a  smaller  scale, 
making  them  available  to  residents  and  taxpayers. 

Youth  Camp: 

Suzee  Riehs  was  this  year's  camper  sent  to  Spruce  Pond  Conservation  Camp  at 
Allenstown.  Due  to  a  last-minute  mix-up,  the  commission  was  ineligible  for  its  usual 
tuition  assistance  from  the  Pemigewasset  Valley  Fish  &  Game  Club.  But  we  have 
been  assured  by  the  club  treasurer  that  things  are  in  order  for  1 976.  Parents  interested 
in  having  their  children  (age  over  14)  considered  should  contact  any  member  of  this 
commission. 

Recycling: 

Our  recycling  shack  at  the  dump  badly  needs  rebuilding  but  winter  moved  in  too 
suddenly  to  get  the  job  done  last  fall.  Another  load  of  glass  (14,000  pounds)  was  sold 
to  a  dealer  in  Troy.  Now  we  are  ready  with  another  7-1 12  tons.  All  proceeds  are  placed 
in  the  town's  Conservation  Trust  Fund. 

If  Plymouth  can  solve  its  logistical  problems  of  getting  into  full  scale  recycling,  we 
hope  to  work  out  an  arrangement  with  them  to  sell  or  transport  our  glass. 

Town  Forest: 

The  commission  has  had  the  town  forest  map  reproduced  on  smaller  sheets. 
Copies  are  available  upon  request.  The  map  shows  all  boundaries,  forest  types  and 
prominent  landmarks.  The  eventual  hope  is  to  make  the  forest  available  to  town- 
speople for  limited  camping,  picnicking,  nature  study  and  as  a  source  for  firewood. 
Some  insurance  questions  need  to  be  clarified  but  we  hope  that  residents  and  tax- 
payers will  soon  be  able  to  cut  needed  firewood  from  dead,  downed  or  marked  trees 
for  their  own  private  use. 
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Dump: 

The  legislature  has  given  yet  another  time  extension  to  towns  who  still  burn  their 
open  dumps.  The  fact  sheets  we  passed  out  at  Town  Meeting  a  year  ago  gave  July, 
1976  as  the  new  deadline.  Now  it  is  1977  for  towns  of  less  than  2,500  population. 

Education: 

A  National  Wildlife  Federation  film  entitled  "Wildlife,  Our  Threatened  Heritage" 
was  made  available  to  Mr.  DiCenzo's  Science  class  at  Holderness  Central  School  in 
the  fall.  The  chairman  talked  with  the  class  about  nature's  food  chain  and  the  web  of 

life. 

Now  the  commission  has  as  a  new  member  a  professional  teacher  of  natural 
history.  He  is  Robert  Nichols,  director  of  the  Squam  Lakes  Science  Center. 

Another  newly  appointed  commissioner  is  Kent  Smith,  replacing  Al  Bushnell  who 
is  missed  by  the  whole  town. 

Wetlands: 

The  commission  received  and  reviewed  9  applications  for  dredging  or  filling  in 
wetlands.  If  there  is  enough  local  interst,  the  commission  may  call  a  hearing  and 
require  the  state  to  hold  its  action  for  30  days  on  the  application  in  question. 

Solar  Energy: 

A  state  law  now  allows  communities  to  exempt  from  property  taxes  solar  heating  or 
cooling  systems.  Any  system  which  uses  energy  from  the  sun  to  heat  or  cool  the 
interior  of  a  building,  or  to  heat  water,  by  means  of  collectors  and  heat  storage  "sink", 
is  eligible.  The  feeling  is  that  such  systems  are  presently  so  costly  that  many 
homeowners  are  discouraged  from  investing  in  them,  not  so  much  for  their  initial  cost 
as  for  the  fact  their  real  estate  taxes  will  go  up  (increased  value  of  the  building). 

Therefore  the  commission  is  supporting  a  question  to  appear  on  this  year's  Town 
Meeting  ballot  asking  Holderness  voters  if  they  will  approve  such  a  tax  exemption.  We 
hope  for  an  affirmative  vote.

REPORT  OF  PEMI-BAKER  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 


Visits  to  residents  by  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  in  1975  were  as  follows: 
Registered  Nurses  149calls 

Home  Health  Aides  221 

The  value  of  these  calls  was   $3,186. 
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The  Home  Health  Aides  and  HomeMakers  are  a  new  service  added  in  1975.  The 
Aides  help  to  care  for  invalids,  convalescents,  and  the  partially  disabled.  This  service 
allows  patients  to  leave  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  sooner.  Not  only  is  money 
saved  but  patients  are  happier  and  more  comfortable  at  home.  Our  Registered  Nurses 
supervise  the  work  of  the  Aides  and  continue  to  give  nursing  care  ordered  by  the 
doctor. 

When  the  new  service  was  added  we  were  told  it  would  be  funded  through  a  Federal 
grant.  The  local  agency  handling  the  funds  went  bankrupt  so  the  Pemi-Baker  Agency 
assumed  financial  responsibility  to  continue  the  much  needed  service.  This  is  the 
reason  why  each  town  covered  by  the  service  has  been  asked  to  increase  the  per 
capita  contribution  from  $100  to  $150.  The  town  contributions  will  still  be  among  the 
lowest  in  the  state.  Our  participation  enables  Holderness  residents  to  use  the  services 
of  Pemi-Baker  through  their  doctors'  orders.  Further  funding  comes  from  Medicare, 
Medicaid,  Blue  Cross  and  di  rect  payments  by  patients  able  to  pay.

HOLDERNESS  PARK  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT  - 1975 


The  Holderness  Town  Beach  officially  opened  it's  1975  season  on  July  4th 
weekend.  The  opening  was  preceded  by  a  workday  held  on  Saturday,  June  21st  to 
spruce  up  the  beach  and  get  the  float  and  float  lines  in  place.  Kent  Smith  built  a  new 
float,  repaired  the  lifeguard  stand  and  the  steps  to  the  bathhouse,  and  removed  the 
old  dock.  Lyle  Thompson  brought  two  truckloads  of  sand  to  the  beach  which  was 
spread  by  lots  of  willing  hands  and  little  sandiggers. 

Jill  Riley,  our  1975  Lifeguard  did  a  superb  job  keeping  the  beach  safe  and  giving 
over  60  youngsters  and  teenagers  Red  Cross  swimming  lessons.  She  devoted  extra 
time  to  teaching  classes  in  Junior  Lifesaving  and  Advanced  Lifesaving  and  Water- 
safety  so  that  we  now  have  several  young  people  in  Holderness  certified  by  the 
American   Red  Cross  in  Lifesaving. 

Approximately  90  beach  tickets  were  sold  this  season  for  a  total  of  $516.00.  The 
beach  committee  and  members  participated  in  the  first  annual  Holderness  Com- 
munity Summer  Fair  and  realized  aprofit  of  $10.00  in  their  bake  sale. 

Special  thanks  to  townspeople  who  willingly  gave  their  time  to  help  us  -  Paul 
Needham,  who  each  year  hooks  up  our  water  system  and  checks  the  premises  and  at 
the  end  of  the  season  disconnects  the  system,  Dot  Farmar  who  mowed  the  parking 
area  in  the  field,  and  the  Plymouth  Fire  Dept.  who  loaned  ResusciAnnie  to  the  swim 
classes  for  demonstration  of  lifesaving  techniques.  Frank  Webster  presented  us  with 
another  generous  check  for  $188.00  on  behalf  of  the  Squam  Lakes  Conservation 
Society  to  be  used  for  beach  improvements. 

Phyllis  Brown  and  Gale  Melanson  have  very  ably  served  on  the  beach  committee  for 

three  years  and  given  many  hours  of  their  time.  We  will  be  seeking  two  new  members 

to  the  committee  to  continue  with  the  supervision  and  operation  of  the  beach.  Thank 

you  Phyllis  and  Gale.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
PLANNING  BOARD 

for  the 
1975  TOWN  REPORT 


Another  year,  that  of  1 975,  has  again  found  the  Holderness  Planning  Board  wearing 
"two  hats",  that  of  implementation  of  Subdivision  Regulations,  and  the  continued 
activity  with  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program.  Time  &  space  will  only  permit  a 
mention  of  a  few  important  factors. 

This  activity  took  on  "full  speed  ahead"  in  the  late  spring  &  early  summer  of  1975 
with  the  Planning  Board  Chairman  and  his  helpful  wife  attending  a  number  of  regional 
public  meetings  and  having  conferences  with  the  Federal,  State  and  Flood  Insurance 
Program  officials  in  search  of  information  relative  to  the  Federal  requirements  for  the 
Towns  participation  in  this  program,  as  well  as  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the 
townspeople  in  the  River  Street  area  of  Holderness,  one  being  able  to  purchase  Flood 
Insurance  at  affordable  subsidized  rates,  the  Federal  Government  paying  90%,  the 
home  owner  10%.  Non  participation  in  the  program  will  mean  that  bank  loans  for 
building  &  mortgage  purposes  will  not  be  obtainable,  and  there  will  be  no  Federal  Aid 
if  and  when  future  flooding  occurs.  Land  and  homes  in  this  area  will  have  less  value 
and  become  less  desirable. 

This  information  was  passed  on  to  the  voters  through  personal  contacts,  articles  in 
the  press,  and  a  Public  Hearing  was  held,  as  required  by  law,  for  discussion  and 
comments,  and  the  matter  came  before  the  townspeople  for  voting  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  on  the  evening  of  June  25th,  1975. 

Unfortunately  a  three  line  amendment  was  added  to  the  Application  Warrant  Article 
just  before  the  matter  came  to  a  vote,  which  made  the  application  for  participation  in 
the  Flood  Insurance  Program  not  acceptable  by  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Ad- 
ministration in  Washington,  D.C. 

However,  because  the  application  warrant  article,  in  the  main,  did  meet  the 
prescribed  requirements,  on  July  22nd,  1975  Holderness  was  given  a  temporary  or 
"conditional"acceptance  in  the  flood  insurance  program,  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
article  must  be  amended,  in  effect  the  amendment  deleted.  If  this  did  not  occur  the 
conditional  eligibility  would  be  recinded.  Since  Holderness  was  anxious  to  be  spared 
the  expense  of  another  special  town  meeting  it  was  finally  agreed,  in  mid  December, 
that  the  matter  could  be  placed  before  the  voters  at  the  regular  Annual  Town  Meeting 
on  March  2nd,  1976.  Since  mid-December  flood  insurance  investigative  and 
educational  activity  has  increased,  culminating  in  a  Public  Hearing  on  February  5th, 
and  an  article  amending  the  original  application  will  be  placed  on  the  Town  Warrant, 
to  be  voted  upon  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  (March  2nd). 

Due  to  the  current  economic  situation,  there  has  been  less  subdivision  activity 
since  mid-summer,  than  for  the  past  several  years. 

The  Holderness  Planning  Board  has  held  monthly  meetings,  with  the  exception  of 
November,  throughout  the  year.  Many  of  these  meetings  have  been  dual  ones,  being 
both  a  public  hearing  for  a  subdivision,  followed  by  a  regular  business  meeting. 
However,  within  the  past  few  weeks,  perhaps  with  a  hoped  for  early  spring  ap- 
proaching there  has  been  increased  activity  in  land  subdivision  making  it  advisable  for 
asecond  meeting  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  month  of  February. 
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The  Planning  Board  Chairman  has  attended  numerous  meetings  on  regional  and 
state  matters,  one  being  a  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission  hearing, 
when  it  was  again  proposed  that  the  distance  between  the  base  of  the  leaching  field  of 
an  on-site  septic  tank  sewage  system,  and  the  land  high  seasonal  water  table,  be 
reduced  to  six  inches,  instead  of  4  feet,  which  is  the  prescribed  distance  throughout 
most  of  the  country. 

The  preponderance  of  those  opposed  to  change,  as  against  those  in  favor,  was  very 
much  in  the  majority,  resulting  later  in  an  8  to  1  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mission opposing  the  change.  It  was  voted  to  increase  the  square  surface  area  of  all 
leaching  fields,  which  is  indeed  an  added  safety  measure. 

Other  meetings  attended  have  been  those  on  Solid  Waste  Disposal.  The  Town  of 
Holderness  has  another  year,  until  July  1,  1977  when  they  must  cease  open  dump 
burning.  The  Town  must  currently  show  activity  in  meeting  the  deadline,  hence  up  to 
date  information  as  to  what  is  best  &  most  economical  from  current  knowledge  and 
experience  is  important.  This  could  be  a  combination  of  sanitary  land-fill  and 
recycling,  or  incineration  and  recycling,  or  certain  combinations  or  both.  Many  long 
range  plans  are  under  consideration  in  regional  studies. 

The  activities  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission,  of  which  Holderness  is  a 
member,  are  steadily  increasing  with  a  variety  of  projects  that  are  of  great  benefit  to 
the  Region,  as  well  as  many  individual  benefits  to  individual  towns  as  well.  Federal 
funds  amounting  to  over  $400,000  are  being  made  available  to  the  Commission,  most 
of  them  earmarked  for  certain  prescribed  projects.  The  Squam  Lake  Watershed  study 
was  one  of  them.  The  L.R.P.C.  views  the  process  of  land  use  planning  as  a 
recognition  that  the  future  is  too  important  to  leave  to  chance.  Land  Use  Planning  is 
not  a  negative  force.  Some  of  the  individual  benefits  received  by  Holderness,  in 
addition  to  regional  ones,  have  been:  (1)  Providing  information  and  mapping  for  the 
National  Flood  Insurance  Program.  (2)  building  permit  system  information  for  the 
flood  plain  (3)  assistance  with  County  soil  conservation  service  with  town-wide  base 
soil  survey  &  mapping  program  (4)  Providing  planning  board  with  colored  soil 
condition  and  slope  maps.  (5)  Information  and  analysis  of  subdivision  regulations 
relative  to  Squam  Watershed  Project. 

Holderness  is  well  represented  in  the  official  Commission.  Lawrence  Flint  is 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  and  the  Executive  Committee,  attending  three  and  four 
day  and  evening  meetings  each  month.  Dr.  Staples  is  a  member  at  large  of  the 
Executive  Committee  attending  the  one  evening  regular  monthly  meeting,  and  a  two 
hour  noon-day  monthly  meeting.  The  L.R.P.C.  strengthens  the  capabilities  of  town 
Planning  Boards  through  available  literature,  personal  contacts  and  helpful  service. 
The  Commission  will  hold  it's  regular  monthly  meeting  in  Holderness  on  the  evening 
of  Monday,  July  26,  1976.  Townspeople  are  invited.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
HOLDERNESS  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Holderness  is  a  mutual  aid  town,  one  of  nineteen  communities  making  up  the 
Lakes  Region  Mutual  Fire  Aid  system.  All  calls  for  help  go  to  the  dispatch  center  (1- 
524-1 545)  in  Laconia.  Individual  fire  fighters  in  the  different  towns  are  then  alerted  by 
special  radio.  If  the  fire  is  a  big  one,  or  if  the  hometown  department  has  to  empty  the 
fire  station  of  all  apparatus,  the  mutual  aid  system  alerts  neighboring  towns. 

Mutual  aid  also  provides  specialized  fire  training  courses  each  June  and  lower 
priced  bulk  purchasing  opportunities  to  its  member  towns. 

As  population  in  the  Lakes  Region  increases,  more  duties  are  being  thrust  upon 
local  fire  departments.  More  calls  for  "rescue"  are  being  received  each  day,  and  may 
be  anything  from  a  mountain  search  to  an  overturned  automobile.  Rescue  equipment 
such  as  stretchers,  ropes,  oxygen  and  blankets  are  becoming  as  important  as  hose, 
and  now  has  to  be  carried  on  each  truck. 

The  Holderness  Fire  Department  has  among  its  members  three  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians  (EMT's)  qualified,  through  State  examination,  to  provide  first  aid 
assistance.  This  last  year  Holderness  sponsored  a  series  of  first  aid  classes  for  area 
residents.  Home  type  accidents  were  stressed  including  what  to  do  around  the 
waterfront.  Our  EMT's  assisted  with  the  instruction.  As  a  result  three  more  residents 
went  on  to  receive  EMT  status  so  that  now  there  are  six  in  town. 

The  department  responded  to  35  calls  for  assistance  in  1975.  Of  these,  11  were  to 
other  towns. 

Forest  fire  training  was  received  on  February  19  by  members  of  the  State  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  at  the  fire  station  on  March  3  concerning  operation  of  the 
fire  department  and  services  offered.  This  followed  proceedings  initiated  against  this 
department  in  Grafton  County  Superior  Court  by  the  then  Board  of  Selectmen.  Since 
this  time  a  court  stipulation  has  required  the  Selectmen  to  pay  individually  all 
departmental  bills  after  they  have  been  approved  by  the  Fire  Wards  and  Chief. 
Separate  records  are  also  to  be  kept  by  the  department.  Campton  Attorney  Jack 
Sanders  represented  the  department. 


A  delegation  of  firemen,  Fire  Wards  and  the  Chief  surprised  Harry  Heath  at  his 
home  on  May  13,  carrying  with  them  a  plaque  commemorating  his  long  service  to  the 
town. 

During  construction  of  a  new  bridge  over  Squam  River,  when  it  looked  like  there 
might  be  a  sudden  loss  of  travel  surface,  one  of  our  fire  trucks  was  quartered  at  Lyle 
Thompson's  on  Shepard  Hill  so  the  town  would  have  ready  coverage  on  either  side  of 
the  river. 

September  17  saw  an  inter-departmental  drill  at  Holderness  School  for  12 
surrounding  communities.  These  exercises  give  neighboring  departments  a  chance  to 
work  together  and  become  familiar  with  each  other's  equipment. 

In  mid  December  members  decorated  the  community  Christmas  tree  as  they  have 
done  in  past  years. 

The  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7  p.m.  is  our  business  meeting,  the  third 
Wednesday  is  for  training  sessions.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  At  the  fire 
station  we  have  a  variety  of  home  fire  extinguishers  that  can  be  purchased  at  cost.  The 
Chief  or  other  members  of  the  department  will  also  be  happy  to  work  with  residents 
on  home  fire  protection  measures  since  this  department  feels  the  best  method  of 
stopping  fires  is  to  prevent  them  from  happening  in  the  first  place. 

Know  your  home.  Plan  escape  routes.  And  know  where  the  nearest  supply  of  water 
is  located.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOLDERNESS  TOWN  SHED  COMMITTEE 


The  so  called  Town  Shed  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  accordance 
with  a  vote  of  the  1975  Town  Meeting,  held  nine  meetings  at  the  Town  Office  and 
made  four  on  site  inspections.  A  study  was  made  with  the  assistance  of  the  road 
agent,  relative  to  requirements,  efficiency  in  design  and  layout  and  economy  of 
operation,  relative  to  a  new  garage  for  highway  equipment.  The  committee  made  two 
inspections  of  the  new  Town  Garage  in  Sandwich  and  one  of  the  new  Garage  in 
Plymouth  to  gain  all  possible  information.  An  evening  was  devoted  in  going  over 
specifications  and  costs  with  a  representative  on  metal  buildings  and  another  contact 
on  concrete  block  buildings.  The  new  garages  in  Sandwich  and  Plymouth  are  50'  x 
100'  and  50'  x  120'  which  is  also  necessary  for  Holderness  to  house  all  of  its  highway 
equipment.  Costs  at  this  time,  are  approximately  $12.00  per  sq.  ft.  or  $60,000  in- 
cluding heat,  electricity  and  toilets. 
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At  this  juncture,  appropriate  and  available  land  for  the  purpose  is  scarce.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  committee, that  the  garage  should  not  be  built  in  a  residential  area,  as  it 
is  not  compatable  with  residential  housing  and  or  development  of  same.  At  the  Town 
Dump  site,  additional  land  in  the  amount  of  10to  15  acres  minimum  is  available  to  the 
Town,  but  as  of  this  time,  no  price  has  been  quoted.  The  Town  forest  tract  of  land  on 
Beede  Road,  comprised  of  50-60  acres,  was  inspected  by  the  committee  and  the  large 
open  area  was  considered  to  be  a  good  possibility.  An  access  road  and  electricity  are 
there.  The  use  of  this  area  would  require  vote  of  the  Town  to  separate  it  from  the  Town 
Forest  tract  for  this  purpose.  Other  tracts  of  land  considered,  were  not  available  for 
the  purpose.  The  present  site  was  also  given  consideration.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Fortunately,  many  of  the  problems  facing  school  systems  today  have  not  reached 
our  area.  Some  school  systems  are  under  court  order  to  desegregate  (usually  busing), 
one  school  is  being  run  by  a  federal  court,  several  school  systems  are  experiencing 
teacher  strikes,  several  school  systems  are  either  bankrupt  or  nearly  so,  and  finally, 
some  schools  are  experiencing  violent  crime  problems.  I  mention  all  of  these  negative 
factors  affecting  some  schools  only  to  point  out  how  lucky  we  are.  Some  may  feel 
because  we  are  rural  we  are  insulated  from  many  of  these  problems.  I  use  to  believe 
that  grass  could  only  be  found  on  a  lawn  until  I  saw  someone  put  it  in  a  pipe. 


I  believe  that  all  people  are  basically  good  and  that  reason  will  prevail.  However, 
one  of  the  great  disadvantages  of  school  departments  is  a  language  barrier  which  we 
have  inadvertently  created  over  the  years.  For  example,  we  speak  of  a  superior  math 
program,  an  activity  centered  classroom,  open  education,  an  integrated  arts  program 
or  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  humanities.  We  even  try  to  assess  what  students 
have  achieved,  and  actually,  we  do  quite  well.  Once  again,  however,  we  try  to  tell 
parents  in  our  language  such  as  grade  equivalents,  percentiles,  and  growth  scale 
values.  Believe  me  when  I  say,  it  is  hard  to  keep  up  with  new  definitions  even  if  you 
are  in  the  profession. 

One  of  the  greatest  handicaps  is  our  inability  to  find  a  common  denominator  that 
will  express  success  or  failure.  We  use  to  have  general  agreement  that  a  "B"  meant 
above  average  work  and  a  "C"  meant  average.  However,  today  a  "B"  probably  means 
average. 

Fortunately,  in  my  opinion,  you  are  interested  in  how  well  Holderness  students  are 
doing  both  in  the  elementary  school  and  after.  I  feel  they  are  performing  on  a  level 
commensurate  with  their  abilities.  In  addition  to  the  basic  subjects,  many  services  are 
available  to  assist  students  such  as  speech  therapy,  learning  disabilities,  vocal  and 
instrumental  music,  art,  home  economics,  shop,  physical  and  health  education, 
library,  nurse,  and  teacher  aides.  We  can  not  adequately  measure  the  value  of  many 
student  services  such  as  art  and  music.  You  must  be  the  judge  of  such.  Although 
great  musicians  like  Doc  Severenson  started  out  in  small  towns,  we  don't  expect  such 
great  accomplishments,  but  then,  who  can  say.  Actually,  if  children  can  learn  to  ap- 
preciate art  and  music,  then  perhaps  they  will  be  better  prepared  to  live  in  a  constantly 
changing  society. 

This  year  the  School  Board's  budget  contains  some  increases  which  deserve  at- 
tention.

The  results  of  teacher  negotiations,  a  raise  for  theprincipal,  aides.  Also  the  need  for 
an  expanded  music  program  and  additional  secretarial  assistance  are  considered 
desirable.  As  a  point  of  reference,  the  recommended  salary  schedule  for  the  teachers 
will  be  comparable  to  Plymouth,  and  ironically,  the  equalized  valuations  are  com- 
parable.

Essentially  the  combined  increase  reflects  the  effect  of  inflation  on  school  related 
materials.

A  new  fire  door  has  been  recommended  for  improved  safety.

System  will  more  than  double  by  July  and  the  effect  of  pay  raises  on  FICA.

New  freezer  storage  provides  the  school  lunch  program  an  opportunity  to  take 
better  advantage  of  federal  commodities  and  sales.

The  number  of  students  going  to  high  school  at  district  expense  will  increase 
substantially,  plus  the  tuition  charge  will  increase.  This  is  the  major  increase  in  the 
budget  -  over  $25,000.00.

EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1974-1975 

Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each 
superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total 
salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and 
each  local  school  district,  and  their  share  of  same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the 
school  board  of  each  school  district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  respective  school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall 
be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  ad- 
ministrators, if  any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the  several  school 
districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the 
basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending 
June  30th.  The  salary  of  $1 8,500  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  Supervisory  Union  #48  during  1974-1975  was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $16,000  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts 
comprising  the  Supervisory  Union.  Allowance  for  $1 ,000  travel  within  the  Union  was 
also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1974-1975  was  made  up  as 
follows:  $2,400  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $13,100  was  prorated  as 
stated  above.  Allowance  for$1 ,200  travel  within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated 
above.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


To   the    School    Board,    Superintendent    of    Schools,    Parents,    and    Citizens    of 
Holderness,  I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report. 

Our  school  enrollment  is  at  an  all  time  high  as  we  presently  have  220  students  in 
grades  K-8. 


We  had  a  small  staff  turnover  this  year,  but  three  new  faces  are  contributing  to  the 
effectiveness  of  our  total  school  program.  Mr.  Roland  Bourque,  a  graduate  of 
Plymouth  State,  is  teaching  physical  education  and  health  as  well  as  coaching  boys 
basketball  and  baseball.  He  has  replaced  Mr.  Larry  Lord.  Mr.  Stanley  Thurber  is  our 
new  music  teacher.  He  has  extensive  teaching  experience  in  New  Hampshire  and 
Vermont,  and  replaced  Mrs.  Mary  Gualdoni.  Mr.  Ron  Reynolds  has  replaced  Mr.  Tim 
Peters  as  our  Industrial  Arts  specialist.  Mr.  Reynolds  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  College 
and  Keene  State.  He  has  previous  teaching  experience  in  Syracuse,  New  York. 

As  is  true  with  the  general  functioning  of  any  business  enterprise,  support  per- 
sonnel are  vital  to  the  successful  operation  of  Holdemess  Central.  We  are  fortunate  to 
have  people  who  are  conscientious  and  have  a  genuine  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our 
school  and  community.  They  include  Mrs.  Fran  Currier,  teacher  aide/ librarian;  Mrs. 
Debbie  Underwood,  classroom  aide;  Mrs.  Pat  Giroux,  school  secretary;  Mr.  Richard 
McCormack,  head  custodian;  Mr.  Arthur Comeau,  custodian;  Mrs.  Rose  Carvelli,  Hot 
Lunch  Manager;  Mrs.  Marjorie  Hayes,  cook;  and  Mrs.  Norma  Pike,  hot  lunch  aide.  A 
special  thanks  is  due  Mr.  Joseph  Carvelli  who  has  filled  in  as  manager  of  our  hot 
lunch  program  the  first  several  months  of  school. 

Our  volunteer  aide  program  is  involving  more  resident  than  ever  before.  Mothers  of 
15%  of  our  student  body  are  donating  their  time  on  a  regular  basis  each  week.  Their 
interest  and  willingness  to  assist  our  teachers,  by  providing  that  all  important  "extra 
pair  of  hands",  is  appreciated  by  all  teachers.  Their  efforts  enable  us  to  better  meet 
more  of  the  instructional  needs  of  individual  youngsters.  Volunteers  are:  Mrs. 
Giroux,  Mrs.  Lamson,  Mrs.  Woodbridge,  Mrs.  Farley,  Mrs.  Crowell,  Mrs.  Boynton, 
Mrs.  Ireland,  Mrs.  Poisson,  Mrs.  Dales,  Mrs.  Ruhm,  Mrs.  Mastro,  and  Mrs.  Noble. 

Two  committees  are  meeting  at  least  twice  per  month  this  year.  Our  Social  Studies 
Committee  consists  of  Mrs.  Hogan,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gorrell,  and  Mr.  Eames.  This 
group  is  in  the  final  stages  of  developing  a  basic  skills  curriculum  guide  for  social 
studies  teachers  at  Holderness  Central.  This  document  will  articulate  the  skills  that 
should  be  introduced,  re-inforced,  and  maintained  at  each  grade  level,  1-8,  and  will 
be  implemented  in  September,  1976.  Our  Bicentennial  Committee  is  actively  involved 
in  developing  appropriate  activities  for  our  Bicentennial  observance  this  year.  A  week 
long  program  is  being  planned  for  the  second  or  third  week  in  May.  Among  other 
events,  we  are  planning  a  crafts  day  and  hope  to  be  able  to  make  this  a  school  - 
Community  event.  Committee  members  include  Mr.  DiCenzo,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Morse, 
and  Mrs.  Webb. 

It  is  a  most  satisfying  experience  to  be  affiliated  with  Holderness  Central. 
Youngsters  are  provided  with  many  educational  opportunities,  which,  if  taken  ad- 
vantage of,  will  result  in  all  being  prepared  to  the  fullest  extent  of  their  capabilities.  It 
is  imperative  that  school  and  home  work  closely  together  in  order  to  provide  students 
with  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  the  total  educational  process.  My  thanks  to  the 
Holderness  School  Board,  residents  of  our  town,  staff  and  faculty  personnel,  and 
students  for  their  continued  cooperation.
